E The employer in relation to each of the 6aitl establish¬ 
ment (hereinafter referred to as the employer) shall submit 
such returns to the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner 
concerned and maintain such accounts and provide such faci¬ 
lities for inspection, as the Central Provident Fund Commis- 
uoner may direct from time to time. 


2. The employer shall pay such inspection charges as the 
Central Government may, from time to time, direct under 
clause (a) of sub-Section (2A) of Section 17 of the said Act, 
within 15 days fiom the close of every month. 

3. All expenses involved in the administration of the Group 
Insurance Scheme, including maintenance of accounts, sub¬ 
mission of returns, payment of insurance premia, transfer 
b£ accounts, payment of inspection charges etc. shall be borne 
by the employer. 


4, The employer shall display on the Notice Board of the 
fcstdblishment, a copy of the mles of the Group Insurance 
Scheme as approved by the Central Government/Central 
Provident Puna Commissioner as and when amended, akrng- 
with translation of the salient features thereof in the language 
pf the majority of the employees. 


5. Whereas an employee, who is already a member of the 
Employees’ Provident Fund or the Provident Fund of an 
establishment exempted under the said Act, is employed in 
his establishment the employer shall immediately admit him 
l«s a member of the Gtoup Insurance Scheme and pay neces¬ 
sary Premium in lespect of him to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of Tndifl. 


6. The employer shall arrange to enhance the benefits 
available to the employees under the Group Insurance 
Scheme appropriately it the benefits available to the emp- 
wyees under the said Scheme are enhanced so that the bene¬ 
fits available under the Group Insurance Scheme are more 
Favourable to the employee;, than the benefits admissible 
[mder the said Scheme. 


7. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Group 
Inittiamce Scheme, if on the ,<icath of an employee the 
amounts payable under the scheme be less than the amount 
mat wow'd be payable had the employee been covered under 
the said Scheme, the employer shall pay the difference to 
ihe nominee(s) legal hciitsj ul the employee us compensa¬ 
tion. 


8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insu¬ 
rance Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of 
;he Refiionul Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and 


where any amendment is likely to ellect adversely the 
interest of the employees his approval, give a reasonable 
opportunity to the employees to explain point of view. 

9 Where foi any reason, the employee of the said estab¬ 
lishment do not temain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Life Insurance Corporation of India as already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the 
employees under this scheme rue ieduced in any manner, 
the exemption shall be liable to be cancelled. 

10. Where tor any zeason, the employer fails to pay the 
premium etc. within the due date, as fixed by the Life Insu¬ 
rance Corporation of India, and the policy is allowed to lapse, 
the exemption shall he 'iablc to be cancelled, 

11. In case of default, if any made by the employer in pay¬ 
ment of premium the responsibility for payment of assurance 
benefits to the nominee(s)/legal hcir(s) of deceased member 
who would have been covered under the said scheme but for 
grant of this exemption, shall be that of the employer. 

12. Upon the death of (he member covered under the 
Group Insurance Scheme the life Insutance Corporation of 
India shall ensure prompt payment of the sum assured to the 
nominee(s)/legal heir(sl of the deceased member entitled 
lor it and in any case within one month from the receipt of 
claims complete in all respects.
